WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.— The new Democrat- 
fc tariff bill was given out to the public to- 
day, and its provisions fulfill every expecta- 
tion of those who have predicted that it 
would be a radical measure of reform. In 
many respects it is a great surprise even to 
some Democratic members of Congress, as it 
is unprecedented in many of its chief provi- 
sions. The free listisof that liberal scope 
sufficient to satisfy the most radical advo- 
cates of reform and the repudiation of the 
principle of reciprocity, which has been the 
pride of the Republicans and the bete noir of 
the Democrats for a number of years is 
decisive andemphatic. Thus the tariff bill, 
in addition to the reforms it makes in the 
customs laws, will necessitate readjustment 
oftreaties with South American countries, 
which enjoy practical or theoretical reci- 
procity withthe great American Republic of 
the Northern Hemisphere. 

Chairman Wüson oftne Ways and Means 
Committee issued the following state- 
ment in regard to the tariff bill:

The bill they were called on to reform is a 
vast and labyrinthian system of class taxa- 
tion, the culmination of thirty years’ con- 
trol of the taxing power by a few great in- 
terests, gathering into their train a host of 
petty toll gatherers. It was carefully framed 
to prevent as long as possible what 
its author called ‘‘any monkeying with 
the tariff,’’ by which he meant any 
successful effort of the people to undoor to 
Jessen the bounties which its beneficiaries 
‘were permitted to write therein, in their own 
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‘articles where most of the taxes paid by the 
people were received by their movement, 
and greatly increased the rates 
of those articles where all 
most fof the taxes 

by the people went into private coffers. 
was bolstered about by many aefenses, chief 
“among which are a swept and garnished 
treasury and a swollen and colossal scale of 
permanent expenditures. Such were the 
conditions that confronted us at the thresh- 
old of our work. . ’ 

The committee have welcomed information 
and counsel from every trustworthy source, 
and while they donot expect their bill to 
escape just criticism in all its details, they 
do present ſt to the country as the result of 
months of patient, anxious tofl and of an 
honest desire to discharge their duty, purged 
of all taint of local and personal favoritism 
or prejudice. Its matin features are: 

First, the adoption, wherever it seemed 
practicable, of ad valorem instead of specific 
duties. 

Secondly, the freeing from taxes of those 
great materials of industry that lie at the 
base of production. 

Specific rates of duty are objectionable for 

They frequentiy conceal a 
rate of taxation too enormous to be submit- 
ted to if exposed in ad valorem terms, 
as the duty of 8 cents per 100 pounds 
on salt in bulk, which amounts to over 
80 per cent on a common necessity of life. 
They always bear heavily on the common 
articles used by the masses and lightly on 
the expensive article consumed by the rich, 
as a tax of 80 on all houses would be little or 
nothing on the great mansion and very high 
onthe humble home.

AN INSANE MAN’S ESTATE. 


Decision Handed Down by Judge Thayer 
in an Interesting Case. 


Judge Thayer to-day handed down a decis- 
ion in the case of Holden vs. Scudder, which 
has been in litigation for over six years.

ONE DAY OF REST. 


Retail Clerks Address the Ministers 
on Sabbath Secularization. 


A COMPLAINT THAT MANY DOWN TOWN 
STORES ARE OPEN ON SUNDAY. 


The Evangelical Alliance Discusses the 
Clerks’ Petition and Agree to Preach 
Sermons on Sunday Observance—They 
Will Call Police Attention to the Vio- 


lation of the Law. 


At the monthly meeting ofthe Evangelical 
Alliance held this morning at 1505 Lucas 
place, the ministers ofthe city took radical 
action with regard to the stores that are 
open on Sunday. When Rev. B.B. Fullerton, 
pastor of Cumberland Presbyterian Church, 
had finished the reading of the report of the 
Board of Counsel, he said that he had received 
a communication which might call for a sup- 
plementary report. The board was per- 
mitted to retire and on its return 
Rev. Mosheim Rhodes stated t the Retail 
Clerks’ Union had written the ministers a 
letter setting forth that many down town 
stores kept their establishments open on 
Sundays, in violation of the law of 
God and of the State and to 
the great discomfort of their 
employes. The union therefore asked the 
ministers to preach on the subject. Dr. 
Rhodes then read the supplementary report 
of the board made in reference to the sub- 
ject. The report is as follows: 

THE MINISTERS’ REPORT. 

Whereas a communteation has come to us from the 
Retail Clerks’ Union, attended with their official 
stamp and signed by the President, informing us 
that certain retail establishments have opened their 
places eof business on the Lord's Day, thus 
violating the secular law, as well as 
God’s law, respecting the observance of the 
Sabbath and depriving a large number of young 
men and others of a needed day of rest; therefore 

Resol ved, That we deeply regret the infringement 
of the Sabbath law ani recommend that the request 
of the Clerks’ Unien to 1 — on this subject ia our 
pony be regarded with favor, and that the second 

rds day in January. or some day in the month, 
convenient, de set apart when the ministers ef this 
Alliance shall preach a discourse on the ‘‘Observ- 
ance of the Lord's Day in Secular Matters. 

Rev. Frank Tyrrell of Oentral Christian 
Church moved that the report be adopted 
and Rev. Mr. Kirtley of the Delmar Avenue 
Baptist Church seconded the motion. Rev. 
8. J. Niccolls, pastor of Second Presby- 
terian Church, heartily favored the re- 
port and said that if the ministers of the 
Alliance had any influence at all, they had an 
opportunity to use it in favor of the clerks 
who had to work on Sunday. He supposed 
that someone might ask why do not the 
clerks themselves ask for cessation of 
work on the Sabbath, and he 
answered thatthe clerks might be discharged 
and supplanted by others from the overplus 
of labor. There was a spirited discussion 
as to whether the subject of the ser- 
mon proposed should be on the ‘‘secular 
observance,’’ or merely 'the observance, or 
the secularization of the Lord's Day. The 
title above given was finally chosen and 
the report of the Board of Council was 
unanimously adopted. 


TO ENFORCE THE LAW. 
Rev. Mr. Tyrrell said that the condition of 


things set forth in the letter from the union 
should be brought to the attention of the of- 
ficials whose duty it is to see that laws against 
the Wiolation of the Sabbath be enforced. 
On motion, Mr. Tyrrell and the Secretary, 
Rev. D. C. Stewart, were appointed to visit 
the authorities and advise them of the action 
of the Alliance, 

The President, Rev. John Mathews, was 
not present when the time for the assembling 
ofthe Alliance approached, and Rev. 8. C. 
Palmer of Lafayette Park Presbyterian 
Church was asked to take the chair. 
Chaplain Thomas H. Hagerty read his 
monthly report. He said that there might 
be some doubt as to the propriety of the 
restoration of the dusky queen of Hawalil 
to the throne, but there was no 
doubt of the propriety of the Alliance 
to restore the minister of the public institu- 
tions to peace with heaven. He said that he 
had visited the hospitals, the jail and the 
Work- house and found them full. He dilated 
on the good work done by the reading of 
Scripture tothe inmates. Mr. Hagerty made 
a report of Mrs. Hagerty’s visitations to the 
Female Hospital. rs. Hagerty stated there 
were 200 homeless patients in the institution, 
many ofthem sin-stained unfortunates, who 
had deen redeemed by the softening infiu- 
ences ofthe gospel.

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SOME OF INGALLS’ TRUTHS. 

Being out of politics Mr. John J. Ingalls 
can now say what he really believes. He 
has put it that way himself, and the 
country cannot well refuse to take him at 
his word. 

For this reason some of his remarks in 
his remarks are especially worthy of 
attention, as Mr. Ingalls is a shrewd ob- 
server and hasa pretty clear insight into 
things. Let me say,“ said he, that 
the nation, the State, the county, the 
city, has just as good government as it 
deserves. The power is with them.’’ And 
speaking of the Senate he said: It has been 
called the club of millionaires and other 
hard things have been said of its mem- 
bers. There is not a Senator in that body 
who is not exactly as good as the constitu- 
ency that sent him there. If it is sought 
to reform the Senate, reform the people 
first who make Senators.’’ 

The fact could not be stated more clearly 
or more truthfully than in these words. 
The howl against corrupt government 
comes usually from those who have 
allowed it to become corrupt by inatten- 
tion to their public duties. They do not see 
the immediate connection between their 
own private prosperity and the adminis- 
tration of public affairs and hence neglect 
politics because they have no time to spare 
from more important concerns. The 
offices are left to be bought and sold by 
bosses and &spiring adventurers until cor- 
ruption eats into the vitals of society. Em- 
boldened by the indifference of the people 
the bosses proceed to some act which ex- 
poses the danger and then the howl comes. 
The horse has been stolen and the citizens 
swarm out to capture the thief. The May- 
nard nomination, for instance, would 
never have been made had not the bosses 
of the party thought that the people would 
put up with every insult and outrage that 
might be offered them. The bosses are not 
restrained by the decent element in the 
primaries, because decent men are too 
prone to neglect the primaries. Conse- 
quently, the worse element is master of 
the situation in the nominating conven- 
tions and on election day the respectable 
voters have to choose between two unfit 
candidates. 

Besides this sin of omission there is one 
of commission of which, according to 
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im social, moral anc ‘national ad- 
vancement and reform.“ They were hold - 


ing a meeting in a New Bagland town on 


the day of a certain October election. One 


of the leading men remarked while wait- : 


ing for the returns: There is no room 
for doubt that the State has been carried 
by the use of money, and I only hope our 
side has used enough to win.’’ To this 
there was no protest, most of the others 


agreeing that ‘‘our side,’’ being the right 


side, must be kept in office at any sacrifice 
of honor or self-respect. 

Men like these deserve to be represented 
by Senators whose moral sense is as blunt 
as their own. A virtuous Senator from 
such a community would be a contradic- 
tion in terms. He would be out of place. 
He would not represent them, for he must 
share the virtues and vices of his constitu- 
ents if he is truly representative. 

Mr. Ingalls has plenty of ground for his 
statement. Itisto be hoped that he will 
never get back into public life, where he 
cannot say what he believes. He does 
much more good in private life, where he 
can tell the truth with so much joyous 
brilliancy.

NOT INQUISITORIAL. 


An objection often urged against the in- 
come tax is that it is inquisitorial. 

This may be said, however, of every tax 
except that levied upon tangible immovs- 
ble property like real estate. Nothing can 
be more offensively inquisitorial than the 
Custom-house taxes which involve an ex- 
haustive examination of the baggage of 
travelers by prying officials. The inter- 
nal revenue system is unpopular among 
a certain class of citizens who evade it by 
retiring to the fastnesses of the mountain, 
where they exercise the natural right to 
manufacture whisky without being fined 
for their misdirected industry by the 
Government inquisitors. And under a gen- 
eral property tax there is no limit to the 
inquisitorial activity of the State. 

The truth is that as incomes are now 
derived largely from shares in public cor- 
porations or from their obligations this 
objection cannot be properly urged. The 
companies are creatures of the State, 
chartered to serve a public purpose, and 
are, by the terms of their creation, 
amenable to governmental inquiry. The 
people have a pecuniary interest in them 
because of the grants of monopoly. For this 
reason an inquiry by the Federal Gov- 
ernment concerning the payment of divi- 
dends on stock and interest on bonds can- 
not justly be denounced as inquisitorial. 

Another advantage springing from the 
same condition is that the collection of the 
tax can be more easily accomplished. It 
can be paid directly by the corporation or 
Its agents before payment is made to the 
shareholders. 

The more this measure is studied the 


more practical and just it appears. 
— — — % — 
A HIGH tariff journal says: Every 


country in Europe is suffering worse than 
the United States is in a business sense. 
There are dull times“ all over the world. 
Even France, which the free silverites tell 
usseldom knows what trade depression is 
from actual experience, suffers. Italy and 
Spain seem to be onthe eve of a financial 
convulsion which promises to be more 
serious than those countries have known 
in the past twenty years.’’ Can it be pos- 
sible that there is an agitation for the re- 
duction of high tariff duties ‘‘in every 
country in Europe?’’ And will tariff du- 
ties be everywhere raised over there in or- 
der to make times better and stop the 
agitation? High tariff journals should 
guard against an occasional publication of 
facts. Nothing damages the cause of 
monopoly so much in this country as a 
complete and truthful record of what is 
transpiring on this earth.

Four-fifths of the revenue of the Govern.

moderate means, They pay out of all pro- 
portion to their ability to pay or to the bene- 
fits which they receive. 

It is time to untax at least the necessaries 
of the poor, and to take a more just tribute 
from the luxuries of the rich as represented 
by large incomes.

Information Wanted. 


To the Smoke Commissioners: 

There can be no question that if the prob- 
lem ofsmoke abatement is to be successfully 
solved exact and full information as to the 
best methods will greatly aid in the progress 
ofthe work, and as the question ofsmoke 
prevention and the possible economy that 
can, by intelligent selection of methods, be 
secured, are of special interest, at this time, 
to steam users in this city. I wish for 
my personal information, as well as for 
the benefit of all concerned, to call attention 
to some ofthe astonishing results shown by 
the recent report of the Smoke Commission, 
and also ask ior information on some points 
that are not clear to me or to practical en- 
gineers generally. In the report referred to 
there is the remarkable showing of a botler 
horse- power, developed with less than five 
square feet of water-heating surface in the 
case ofthe common furnace, and with less 
than four and a half square feet in the case of 
the down-draft furnace. This, together with 
tie fact that the escaping gases are regis- 
tered at only 540 degrees, presents very re- 
markable resuits and which give rise to ques 
tions of serious importance to practical men 
in charge of steam plants. 

If it is possible to realize a horse - power for 
each five square feet or less of water heating 
surface with acommon horrizontal return 
flue voller, there are a good many engineers 
in charge of boller plants who would like to 
know nov to dot. It appears from said re- 
port that the chimney draft was slightly 
stronger at the Woodwara & Tiernan than 
atthe William Lemp srewinog Co, 's plant. 

Why was the damper left wide open at the 
former while using only about 17 pounds of 
coal per square foot of the common grate 
while witha sllantly less chimney draft at 
the datter over 4i pounds per square foot of 
the common grate was used? 

Is either 17 Or 41 pounds per square foot of 
grate a proper amount of coal to burn ona 
common grate having 6 to 7-tenths of an inch 
chimney draft?

Is not thirty pounds of water at 100 degs. F. 
evaporated into dry steam ofseventy pound 
gauge pressure known as tue Centenutal 
Standard for reckoning botler horse- power? 

Why wasthirty-four anda half pounds used 
as the standard in the report? 

These are questions of practical importance 
to operators of steam plants, and light on 
them will be very acceptable and quite gen- 
eraily beneficial.

This paper bas continsed to 
appear without interruption up to the pres- 
ent day. It is now the official organ of 
Lioyd’s, the oldest newspaper in existence, 
with the exception of the London Gazette.

REGARDING RELATIONS OF FRANCE 
D RUSSIA TO THE PAPACY. 


Some Inside Facts in Connection With 
Kelnoky’s Recent Visit to Italy—Aus- 
tria and Germany Have No Objection 
to a Reduction in the Italian Army~— 
The Question of Finances — Cabinet

Rome, Nov. 27.—In the highest and most 
reserved circies in the city of Rome it 
is well known that the present dream of the 
Vatican is the establishment ofa Federal 
Italian Republic, This idea is the only real 
explanation of the extraordinary language 
lately adopted by the Vatican organization 
inspeaking of the mission of France and 
Kussia with relation to the papacy. 

There seems to be no prospect of anim 
mediate settle tot the cabinet troubles. 

It has bee arned from trustworthy 
sources that Kalnoky, during his 
recent visit to Monsea, informed King Hum 
bert that there was no objection on the part 
uf Austria and Germany to a reduction of 
the Italian army, as they preferred an 
ally with two army corps less to an ally in 
serious financial difficulties. 

The attitude of the Vatican towards the 
Triple Aillance was also tue subject of con- 
versation. The Emperor, as a Catholic, is 
personally reluctant to take any steps which 
would necessarily wound the Pope’s sus- 
ceptibilities. Mg feels the dimculties caused 
by the growing coldness of the Vatican and 
its evident leanings towarg France and Rus- 
sia. The Emperor does not think of visiting 
the Pope at present. 

A THREATENING DEMONSTRATION.

briel and Sister Rose had reached the end 


Oftheir earthly struggle and their bodies 
Were laid out in the quaint little com- 
munity chapel. They had died within 
a few hours of one another, Sister Rose on 
Saturday afternoon and Mother Gabriel early 
Sunday morning. Consumption claimed 
them both, yetit bad been calling Mother 
Gabriel fot a quarter of a century while 
Sister Rose surrendered to it within a year. 

Beyond the little Dand of white crepe there 
Were no Unusual signs of mourning about 
the house. There would be little need for 
them in a community whose dress and man- 
ner of life is as of those who live within the 
shadow of the grave. In a home 
where the air is heavy with 
A sense of sadness, the presence of death 
brought no further sorrow, for death comes 
to the Carmelite notas a dread messenger. 
but a welcome invitation to close a life of 
austerity and self-denial and ac- 
cept the reward for which the 
earth struggle was a preparation. Not sor- 
row but hope, a sense of reward , not a sense 
oflossare the predominant characteristics 
of a Carmelite funeral. 


J SCENE IN THE OHAPEL,

Chicago Canal Condemned. 


Gen. Casey, Chief of the Engineer Corps o 
the United States Army, recently submitted 
his annual report and tothe surprise of the 
Chicago people no mention was made 


of the proposed extensive improvements 
of the Chicago River. the reason assigned 
for this is that Gen. Casey had several sub- 
ordinate engineers Make extensive investi- 
gations, the result of whieh was an adverse 
report. Capt. Marshall, the engineer officer 
at Chicago, says the manner in which the 
Chicago {iver is used by corporations and 
inviduals isa disgrace. It isan offensive 
though navigable open sewer, obstructed on 
an av rage by four bridges to every mile 

He says the riveris regarded by pt al 
tenths of the Chicago people asa nulsance 
to be abated rather than as one of the indis- 
pensable arterries of commerce. 

When the Illinois & Michigan Canal was 
constructed the Legisiature made a pre- 
requisite that 60,000 cubic feet of water 
should be pumped into it per minute. 

This, Capt. Marshall claims, has never 
been done, and yet he says they now propese 
alarger sewage canal into which 400,000to 
600,000 cubic feet of water is to be pumped 
per minute. The Chicago River cannot stand 
this without serious interference and actual 
damage to navigation. It would appear from 
Capt. Marshali’s report that the real object 
ot the proposed canal istodrain the sewage 
from the Chicago River and not for commer. 
cial purposes. The United states Govern- 
ment refuses to ald the project in an indirect 
or direct manner. 


Work of Vaccination. 


At the request of the Health Commissioner 
the police of the Central District have made 
canvass of the lodging and tenement houses 
in that section with a view to having the 


vaccine physicians of the Board of Health 
visit them. 

The arrangement to de followed is to have 
the physicians visit the public and parochial 
schools three days in the week and the tene. 
ment houses the other three days. All per- 
song desiring to be vaccinated wi K be accom- 
modated. When the physicians have finished 
their work inthis district the Other police 
districts will be visited in turh.

‘THOUSANDS PERISHED. 


District Police Court, 


Frightfal Loss of Life by Earthquakes 
Destroying Persian Cities. 


VIENNA, Nov. 27.—Advices from Teheran, 
Persia, say that 12,000 persons have perished 
in the earthquakes at Kokhan. Ten thousand 
bodies have been recovered, and 2,000 are 
still in the ruins, Fifty thousand cattle have 
been destroyed so far. The shocks continue. 
The seismic disturbance wss first manifested 
on last Friday, both at Kokhan and Meshed, 
situated in Northwest Persia. Meshed is a 
walled city, the capital of Khorassan, Persia, 
with a population of about 60,000. It stands 
in a fertile plain. It is famous as the site of 
the mausvieum of Imam Reza, one ot the 
most magnificent in Persia. 

Kokhan had a population of between 20,000 
and 25,000. Great crevasses were opened in 
the earth, through whichthe water flowe 
torrents, causing the Atrek River to overfiow 
its banks. The fertile region around the city 
was inundated and large gardens and exten- 
sive vineyards were swept out of existence. 

The paople of Kokhan had no chance to 
save anything. The largest houses in town, 
including the residence of the Governor, 
were toppled over, crushing hundreds of 


people to death. Many persons were car- 
. away by the flood that nowed down the 
valley. 

A short time after the disturbance the en- 
tire water supply of the town disappeared. 

People who were not injured fled panic- 
stricken to the Ala Dagh mountains, leaving 
the injured to care for themselves the best 
they could. The district in which Kok han Is 
situated is very populous.
